None of the searched references alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
semiconductor laser with the structural combination of independent claim 1, including 
among the limitations the heat sink having a fluorocarbon refrigerant flowing inside the 
heat sink, the insulating piping and the conductive material arranged in the insulating 
piping.
